A s the N ew Y eaivlias jnst sot 
in, and gardeners unci ijoiisewives 
are beginning to look about, to sec 
what to plant, to yield the greatest 
ambiirit of nutrlcious 
vegetable 
food, it m ay not be amiss to call 
their attention to the ciiltui'e o f the 
Cabbage, 
This valuable plant is not yet 
lialf appreciated here, either in its 
value as food, or the ease and sim­ 
plicity of its culture. 
A ll the varieties o f Cabb.agc, 
Cauliflower, Colewort, Brocoli, and 
K ale, are derived, by cultivation, 
from, a w ild sea shore plant, indig­ 
enous, to Earopo. 
The common Colewort o f the 
country is so familiar to all, that it 
needs but little comment.' Yet tliis, 
like all tilings that are common, 
is susceptible of great improve­ 
m ent. 
It braves 
with impunity 
the hot suns of our snminevs, and 
ilie frosts 
of our 
winters. 
It 
is 
generally cultivated 
without 
transplanting, but if it be trans­ 
planted deep, and In rich soil, t.a- 


bage, but is perennial. 
The Sibe­ 
rian js well adapted to our winters, 
and makes most excellent spring 
greens. 
The seed should be plan­ 
ted in the fall.. There are varieties 
o f the cabbage, also, which bottom 
like a tiirnip, but so far as our ex­ 
perience goes, they are worthless 
in tin’s clim ate, the head being in­ 
ferior to tlie common cabbngej ami 
the bottom not equal to the common 
turnip. ■ Should any one wish to 
have seed from the cabbage, care 
must be taken to have them pure, 
as the Colewort'seeding in the same 
neighborhood, will injure the head- 
iiig oualities of the ca'libage. 'When 
we consider the vast lunount of 
nutritious food that can be raised 
on a half acre in ioi'iu of cabbages, 
we arc. snrpi-ised that Vfhitc Head 
cabbage^ does .not oftener grace 
the tables of the rich and the poor, 
and tliaf those having care o f slaves, 
should not provide, liberally of cab­ 
bage and other wholesome vegeta­ 
bles, for their summer and winter 
food. 
In Europe, it is coiisiderec. 
good econom y to feed stock upon 
head cabbages, the nutritions value 
of them ranking very high.

not our white and black population 
aspire to feed as liigii as the bog.s of 
Germany and Prance.
